conſult my Books and their Marginal Quotations,

poſſihle for a Learned Man to miſlead others, and, 
in that en to reſemble an Ignis Fatuus. I have 
affirm'd, that no — Power can limit an Au- 
thority derivd from Heaven; and yet confeſs d, 
that the Exerciſe of a Preſbyter's Power has been 
reſtraimd by Eccleſtaftical Canons. But does he 
not know it to be an Allowed Maxim, Id poſſunnu quod 
Jure poſſumus? Had thoſe Canon-Makers any Le-

IF any Reader be yet in Suſpence, whether he 
ſhould give Credit to my Relation, or that of my 
Antagoniſt, I have left Mr. Love's Papers in the 
Hands of Mr. Fobn March, to whom he may repair, 
and receive Satisfaction by believing his own Eyes.

I ſhall produce but One 
Argument to prove this Point, but tis as good as a 
Thouſand. Tis impoſſible then that Ve ſhould be 
the O. ſpring of the Jeſuits, for this Reaſon; Be- 
cauſe, tis impoſſible that Children ſhould be elder 
than their ewn Fathers, Tia very well known, that 
the Presbyterians are the moſt Numerous of all Pro- 
teſtant Diſſenters; and that the Anabaptiſts are ano- 
ther conſiderable Branch of eme Now, if there 
were both Presbyterians and Anabaptiſts in the Re- 
formed Churches before there was any ſuch Thing 
as a Feſuit in the Church of Rome, I hope it will be 
allow'd me that the former do not owe their Origi- 
nal to the latter. 1 1 
IN order to be riglitly inform'd in this Matter, 
we mult conſider when this Religious Order amongſt 
the Papiſts was firſt inſtituted. *Tis known to eve- 
ry Body, that the Founder. of this Society was one 
Ignatius Loyala, at firſt a Debauchee, aud afterwards 
an Enthufiaft.

cur in this, That Prelacy was but an Human Inſti- 
tution, And that had an Inherent *

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of Ordaining Others to the ſame Office with Them» 
ſelves : Which is the very Principle from which 
Presbyterians receive their Denomination. * Thus 
* Martin Luther (ſays the Writer of his Life) re:

_ HOWEVER, tha the Pretenders to Eccleſws 
ſtical Heraldry ſhould diſpute our Deſcent from this 
German Divine, yet, John Calvin will be aUluwd 
by all to be, Father of our Afodern Presbyterians * 
And *tis as certain, as any Thing can be in Hiſto: 
ry, that he had à great many Churches embracing 
his Diſcipline, before Ignatius had a Society go- 
vern'd by his Rules. Iwas in Auguſt 1536 that 
Calvin came and ſettled at Geneva: And in Septem- 
her following, he was calbd to a publick Difputa- 
tion at Lauſaue; by which the Proteſtant Religion 
was confirm'd in the Canton of Bern . In 1538, 
he planted a French Church at Strasbourg, ſetling an 

ccleſiaſtical Hiſcipline in it |}. I have not by me 
the firſt Edition of his Iuſtirurions, a Book that 
comprizes the Subſtance of his Doctrine, and en- 
der d his Name famous throughout all Exrope : But 
the Preface to the French King bears Date the Ka- 
Jends (1. e. the 1ſt) of Auguſt 1535. The Writer of 
Ignætiuss Life tells us, That, about this Tune, 
* the Lutherans had deſtroy?d. the Catholick Faith 
the greateſt Part of Germany. That Switzerland 
<** was infected with the Errors of Zuinglius; That 
France was every where tainted with the Conta- 
** gion of Geneva; And that the Venom had crept 
into Italy it ſelt. Calvin having put his Infti-

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intions, tranſlated into French, into the Hands of the 
Dutcheſs of Ferraro |||, this Author adds, That

* 'faid, to confirm the Inftitute of Ignatius. 
Or, inother Words, to give Being to the Order of 
the Feſuite By this Hiſtorieal Relation, it appears 
moſt evident, that there were Frothyteriant and A. 
nabapitifts in the Reformed Churches many Years 
before there was any ſuch Thing as a t in the 
Church of Nome; And, by Conſequenee, the Diſſen- 
ters of theſe Denominattons%ould not be, in Mr. 
Aas Phrafe, the 22 the Jeſuits; unleſs we 
ſuppoſe it poſſible for the Offfpring to be elder 
than its own Parents. 
IT muſt indeed be confeſz d, that Popiſh Emif- 
ſaries have been employ, in England as well as o- 
ther Places, to obſtruct the Reformation, by crea- 
ting Animofities, by tomenting Prejudiees, and by 
all the curſed Wiles and Arts that Hell and Nome 
were able to inſpire them with. My Buſineſs there-

3. ANOTHER Thing they were inſtructed to 
cry up, was, the Independency of the Church; For

*-much of the Rules of the Mother Church; The 
Mother Church diſowneth/the Royal Power to be 
** Her Superior.“ In Conformity with theſe In- 
ſtructions, Mr. Agate affirms; That every Biſhop is a 
2 Sovereign, and that all Chriſtians within 
ebeir Territories ought to be ſubzect to them. F Ac- 
cording to this Doctrine, the KING Himſelf is 
one of the Biſhop's Spiritual Subjects, and ſtands 
obliged to recognize him as his Sovereign in all 
Things of a Spiritual Nature; And who knows how 
far that may be extended? The vileſt Sycophant in 
the Court of Rome could ſcarce advance the Roman 
Pontaff higher, than by making him a Sovereign 
over all the Chriſtians within his Juriſdiction.

I have read the moſt e- 
minent Hiſtories of thoſe Times, I can't remember 
to have met with one Profeſs'd Papiſt who receiv'd a 
Commiſſion from the Parliament. It Mr. Agate in- 
ſiſts upon the contrary, let him name his Man, if 
he expects to be believ'd; for, a General Accuſati- 
on ſignifies Nothing without a Particular Proof. 

ON the other Hand; if we conſider the Temper

lers tor the Church in the Buſineſs of Sacheverel, 
and yet both ſat as Judges, in an Illegal Court, 
when the Biſhop of London appeared as a Criminal 
at their Bar +, and that for no other Reaſon but for 
his Zeal againi Popery, and adbering to the Conſtitu. 
rion. When the Pope's Nuncio made his Publick En- 
try into London, he had no Preibyterian Miniſter to

e will find, that the former of theſe Gentlemen

This, I hope, is e- 
nough to ſcreen him from the Imputation of being 
a Diſſenter, or a Low Church-Man. 
I ve reflect a little upon the moſt notorious In- 
fringements made by King FAMES upon the Con- 
ſtitution in Church and State, we ſhall find, that 
he was aſſiſted in theſe very Matters by ſuch as had 
treated Proteſtant Diſſenters with the greateſt Rigour. 
Of this Nature were, His aſſuming to himſelf a Di- 
ſpenſing Power, His erecting a High Commiſſion, 
His Perſecuting the Biſhop of London, and ſending 
Seven other Prelates to the Tower ; together with, 
His turning the Fellows of Magdalen College out of 
their Freeholds. : 
IF we conſider the Diſpenſing Power, · we ſhall 
find, that amongſt all the Judges who ſolemnly de- 
termin'd that this was a Branch of his Prerogative, 
amongſt all his Privy-Counſellors who perſwaded 
him to put that Power in Execution, there is not 
one to be found who bore the Name of a Presbyrert-

AMONGST all the Engines contriv'd to op- 
preſs the Church of England, there was none had a

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greater Tendency thereto than the erecting a Court 
of Commiſſioners for Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes ; this 
hung like a black Cloud over the Clergy's Heads, 
ready, upon all Occaſions, to burſt 1n Pieces about 
their Ears. This was the Court which Suſpended 
the Biſhop of London, without a Fault, without Law, 
and without Reaſon. But, were they bigs, or 
Diſſenters, who ſate in this Illegal, Arbitrary, Court, 
prepared to execute the Vengeance of enraged Pa- 
piſts upon ſome of the beſt Proteſtants in the King- 
dom? No! They were Men of a quite different 
Complexion. There fate the late Earl of Rocheſter, 
the Biſhops of Rocheſter and Durham , whilſt the 
Biſhop of London © was treated in a Manner un- 
* worthy of his Quality and High Statiqn, not be- 
** ing allow'd fo much as a Stool to fit on.“ * Theſe 
three Commiſhoners appeared zealous Patrons for 
the Doctor, and on his Tryal pronounc'd him Me 
Guilty : For which Reaſou, I hope it will not be ob- 
jected to them, that they were either Falſe Brethren, 
or Falſe Fathers of the Church. : 

As to the Caſe of Magdalen College, we find, that 
the Perſecution againſt that Learned Corporation 
was carried on, not by a Presbyrterian, but a High 
Flyer. Twas Bp. Cartwright who was at the Head 
of thoſe appointed to viſit that College f; *twas he 
who told them, Their Diſtempers had brought

AMONGST all K. F4MES's violent Procee- 

dings, there was nothing ſo much alarm'd the Na- 

tion as the Impriſonment of the Seven Biſhops. 1

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the Reader will peruſe the Names of thoſe Privy- 
Counſellors, who ſent them to the Tower, he will 
find ſeveral of the High-Church Stamp, but not one 
Presbyterian in the Liſt. The Attorney-General, 
who drew up their Indictment, and pleaded ſtrenu- 
ouſly againſt them in Veſtminſter-Hal, was, by the 
late Miniſtry, advanc'd to a Conſiderable Poſt, as a 
Snpporter of the Church, and an Enemy to Wbiggiſme. 
Sir Bartholomew Shower was another Gentleman who 
had his Tongue at K. 74 MHES's Service, and em- 
ploy'd it againſt the Seven Biſhops at their Tryal; 
yet, no Man ſo fit as He to Repreſent thoſe Citizens 
of EXON, who pretended to an extraordinary Zeal 
for Prelacy; and that too in Oppoſition to a Gen- 
tleman who was careſs'd by the Biſhop and Dignt- 
hed Clergy in the Day of their Diſtreſs, as the fit- 
teſt Perſon to ſtand in the Gap, and to defend the 
Conſtitution from thoſe: Arbitrary Methods that 
were taken to deſtroy it. I have only one Remark 
more to make on that famous Tryal: Mr. Somers 
(now Lord Somers) was at that Time Council for 
my Lords the Biſhops, and contributed as much as 
any Man to vindicate their f et, this 
Noble Peer muſt, in a former Change of the Mini-

Or if a Perſon was advanc'd to a See of 
Note and Eminence, his Colleagues were wont — 
Letters to recognize his Title; and this they calld 
Holding Communion with him.“ Thus, when we 
read of theſe African Sectaries, that they held Com- 
munion with Majorims, tis not to be ſuppos d that 
they troop'd away ſome Scores or Hundreds of Miles 
to Carthage, in order to receive the Euchariſt at his 
Hands. No; but own'd him to be the Lawful 
and Rightful — that City. And this, in the 
Language of the Church at that time, was ſty td a 
Communicating with him. But this being only z 
Miftake in Matter of Fact, there can be ho ſuch ter- 


rible Malignity in it, as to expoſe them to thoſe fe. 


vere and juſt Cenſures which have been paſꝰd upon 
ꝛem in all the ſucceeding Ages of the Church. Nay, 
had they reſted here, a great deal might have been 
ſaid in their Vindication, or at leaſt in their Excuſe. 
The Queſtion in Debate among the Africans, was, 
whether Cecilian was guilty of ſuch Crimes as did 
incapacitate him for the Sacerdotal Function?

He wrote one Epiſtle directed tothe Bi- 
ſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons, who were impriſon'd 
at Chalcedon for his ſake: In which he exhorts them 
to continue true and conſtant to their Profeſſion, 
notwithſtanding all the Difficulties that did attend 
them. He pronounces them Bleſied, becauſe 
* they endur d their Bonds with an invincible Pati- 
*, ence and Courage telling them, That therein 
they imitated the Reſolution of the Apoſtles; cons 
* cludivg, That however they (ucceeded in this 
„World, they might confidently expect a Reward, 
* at the Hands of a Mercitul God, in that which 
* js to me. * I have alſo conſulted another Let- 
ter which St Chryſoſtom wrote to Cyriacus, one of his 
Suffragan Biſhops, who was baniſh'd on his Account; 
in which he thus explains himſelf concerning Aſa- 
eius, his Succeſior : © ] have heard concerning that 
* whimſical Fellow Arſacius, whom the Queen hath 
placed in my Throne, that he perſecutes the Bre- 
* thren who retuſe to Communicate with him; and 
« that many of them have died in Priſon for my 
« fake. He is, in Truth, no other than a Wolf in 
« Sheep's Clothing; one who bas the Habit of a Bi- 
* ſhop, but is, in Truth, an Adulterer: For, as 2 
« Woman is calbd an Adultereſs, who is joy d to 
* another Man whilſt her own Huſband is alive, ſo 
* He, who hath invaded my Epiſcopal Seat, I be-

far from veſigniug his Bithoprick to this Arſactus, 
who ſucceeded him in it, that he raprefents him in 
the blackeſt Characters, and exhorts his Friends to 
Conſtancy and Perſeverance in refuſing their Com- 
munion with him. 19199 e 
As for Natianzen, his Caſe was not much diffe- 
rent. He did indeed reſign ; but *twas to fave his 
Lite; and his Reſignation was extorted from him 
by the Rage and Violence of the Younger Prelates, 
who made up. the greater Part of that Aſſembly 
which forc'd him to that diſagreeable Expedient. 
For the Truth of this Aecount, I muſt refer the Rea- 
der to the Life of this Learned Patriarch as written 
by himſelt. IB 908 e 

I N theſe Inſtances, we have two of the Greateſt 
Biſhops in the World unjuſtly and irregularly De- 
pos d: Whence it follows, That they who ſtept into

IN the Year 1627. Dr. George ot was Arch- 


biſhop of Canturbury; a Gentleman who had been 


ſeveral Years Legally poſſeſs d of that Dignity, and 
who could as truly pretend to an Apoſtolical Suc- 
ceſſion as any Man this Day in England. About 
this Time, there was a Sermon preach'd by one 
Dr. Sibthorp, which he afterwards publiſh'd under 
the Name of, Apoſtolical Obedience. The Scope of 
which Sermon was to juſtify the Lawfulneſs of the 
King's Impoſing Taxes by his own Regal Power, 
without Conſent of Parliament ; and to prove, that 
the People ought, in Point of Conſcience, to ſubmit 
to ſuch Loans and Taxes without any Oppofition. 
This was a Doctrine which the Courtiers ſwallow'd 
with a great deal of Greedineſs; nor was it leſs a- 
greeable to the King himſelf, who ſent Mr. Murray, 
of the Bed-Chamber,with a Copy of the ſaid Sermon, 
in Manuſcript, to the Archbiſhop, commanding 
him to ey it for the Preſs. This the good Old 
Primate refus'd to do; nor indeed could he, in Con- 
ſcience or Honour, give Countenance to a Notion 
which would infallibly ſubvert that very Conſtitu- 
tion he was oblig'd, by his Oath and Station, to 
ſupport. However, he gave the Reaſons of his Re- 
fuſal, drawn up with the Modeſty of a Subject and 
the Firmneſs of a Chriſtian Biſhop and an Exgliſb 
Peer, But this avail'd him nothing. His Eneinies 


had now gotten the Advantage they ſought againſt | 


him, and, by their baſe Inſinnations, prevail'd with 


His Majeſty to ſend my Ld. Conway to the Archbi- 

ſhop, requiring him to leave his own Houſe at Croy- 

don, and to retire to an obſcurer Place in the Coun- 

try. A Commiſſion, at the ſame Time, was iſſu d 

forth to Bp. Laud, and others, bearing Date Od. 9, 
1527.“ authorizing th to do, execute, AT 
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te all and every thoſe Matters and Things which 


:< did any way touch or concern the Power, Juriſ- 


« diction, or Authority, of the Archbiſhop of Can- 
* zurbury, in Cauſes or Matters Ecclefiaftical, as 
« amply and fully, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as 
e the ſaid Archbiſhop himſelf might have done. 
And, in the ſame Inſtrument, the Archbiſhop. was 
commanded, quietly, and without Interruption, to 
permit the ſaid Bp. Laud, and others, to perform 
and execute that Commiſhon. © 

IN this Inftance, we have the Greateſt Prelate 
in England ſequeſtred from the Execution of his Ot- 
fice, and that too without ſo much as the For mali- 
o of a Tryal. He was never once ſummon d be- 


fore any Court of Judicature, who could take Cog- 


nizance of his Affair. No Articles were ever exhi- 
bited againſt him, nor he call'd upon to wake any 
Defence for himſelf, His only Crime was, His 
Reſuſal to ſtoop to an upſtart Miniſter, and to com- 
pliment the Court with the Liberties of the People, 
the Privileges of Parliament, and the Ruin of the 
Conſtitution. The Reader may be ſatisfied, that 
this is a true State of the Caſe, if he pleaſes to con- 
ſult the Archbiſhop's Narrative, penned by himſelf, 
and publiſh'd in Ryfbworrh's Collections.“ Upon the 
whole, as Dr. Abbot was nerer legally ſuſpended, 
his Suſpenſion being warranted neither by the Law 
of the Land, nor by the Canons of the Church, ſo 
he was ſtill the Lawful Biſhop of his Dioceſs; and, 
by Conſequence, the Buhops Laud and Neil, &c. 
who acted by Virtue ot the foreſaid Commiſſion, 
were Invaders of another Man's Province. Whence 


it neceſſarily follows, If Holding Communion with 
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an Irvading Biſtop renders a Man guilty of Schiſin, 
this makes a — Fo Jr ok „ — 
all his Court. 5 1 
WE have had another Inſtance of the ſame Na- 
ture in our own Days: Tis that of Dr. Compton, late 
Biſhop of London, who was ſuſpended by Fefferies 
and his Fellow-Commiſſoners, a Company of Men 
ſet up by K. James on purpoſe to deſtroy the Church 
of England and introduce wh ob 'Tis certain, this 
Noble Prelate was ſequeſtred for no real Crime, and 
by ſuch as had no competent Authority. Whence 
it follows, that his Suſpenſion was an abſolute Nul- 
lity. Notwithſtanding all this, the Biſhops of Dur- 
ham, Rocheſter, and Peterberougb, were ſo lai- 
ſant to a Popiſh Prince as to accept of an unlawful 
Commiſſion from him; by Virtue of which they ex- 
ercisd an uſurp'd Authority within my Lord of 
London's Precincts. And, amongſt other Things, 
they degraded Mr. Sam. Fobnſon, who was one of 
his Clerks, and who diſclaim'd their Juriſdiction, 
appealing to his own Dioceſan. * In a Word, Bp. 
Sprat was as much an Intruder in the Dioceſs of Lox- 
; as Majorinus was at Carthage, And, by Conſe- 
quence, If Holding Communion with an Intruding 
Biſhop makes Men Schiſmaticks, ſuch were they 
who Communicated with the ?*foreſaid Prelate, who, 
it muſt be remember'd, was the very Oracle of the 
High-Church Party, and Voted in Favour of Dr. Sa- 
cheverel. J hope, this is enough to ſatisfy Mr. 4- 
gate, that the Donatifts could not be Schiſmaticks 
meerly for Communicating with an Uſurper; for 
this is a Notion would involve his greateſt and dea- 
reſt Friends in the ſame Guilt,

follows, that I am ſo far from being condemned by 
their Authority, as is pretended, [P. 60. ] that they 
unanimouſly concur with me in owning the Validi- 
ty of ſuch an Ordination.

of the Lord s- Supper, and laboured to have it laid afide 
in all Places | P. 65,]; than which a more egregious 
Falſhood was never publiſh'd to the World. But 
how does he prove this Paradox? Why, one Mr. 
Fulwood wrote a Book, in which he made it a Doubt 
whether there be any Command for the Adminiſtra- 
tion of it in either of the Evangeliſts, &c. For 
my Part, I much doubt whether this be a tair Quo- 
tation, not knowing where to get a Sight of that 
Book. However, ſuppoſing it for once to be ſo, 
this Mr. Fulwood was 1o tar from being the Body of 
the Aſſembly, that he never was a Member ot it.

thor indeed introduces Sir William Morice aſſuring 
us, that the Sacrament was adminiſter'd to none 
in Compariſon, t as if he had paſs'd- this Cenſure 
upon the Nation in General: Whereas, the Truth 
on't is, he ſpeaks only of three or four rigid Men 
of the Congregational. Way, who had publiſd a 
Treatiſe againſt him, which they call'd 4 Apology 
for ſome Miniſters, &c. Of theſe indeed he affirms, 
that they i. e. The Apologiſts, mentioned in the 
ſame Paragraph, ] adminiſter to none in Compari- 
ſon. So that what Sir Villiam ſays of ia few Parti- 
culars Mr. Azate applies to All the Miniſters in the 
Kingdom; ſo impoſſible is it for ham to quote his Au- 
thors like an Honeſt Man. That Learned Knight was 
ſo far from objecting this Omiſſion to the Presby texi- 
ans in General, that he profeſſes in the very ſaine 
Book, That He did approve of Presbytery, ac- 
< cording to the Judgment of Calvin, as a prudent 
« Government, regulated generally by the Wordof 
“ God, and conducible to Truth and Godlineſs: »

Brownrig was per- 
mitted to be Preacher at the Temple, in which Em- 
ployment he died: |} And, that Bp. Skinner was 
Rector of Launton during the whole Uſurpation. ||| 
And, I find in the ſame Author, that the three Sons 
of Bp. Hall, who were all of them Dignitaries in the 
Cathedral of Exon, were yet allow'd a Benefice a- 
piece during the *fore-mentioned Time, ( I could 
produce the Names of many others: But this 1s e- 
vough to ſatisfie the Reader, that the Parochial 
Clergy were far enough from being all Diſſenters be- 
fore the Reſtoration, and that this Suggeſtion of my 
Adverſary muſt be abſolutely Falſe. 

2. I muſt add, that, were it all true, twould be 
an horrid Scandal to his own Coat and Function. 
Can a more diſgraceful Character be given of the 
Body of the Clergy, than to repreſent them as 
Diſſenters to Day and Church- men Tomorrow? Men 
whoſe Religion is as variable as an Act of Parlia- 
ment, and depending only on their Worldly Inte- 
reſt? His Brethren are very much oblig'd to him 
tor ſuppoſing them ſuch Time: ſervers. But, the 
belt on't is, his Suppoſition is abſolutely Falſe; and 
my Aſſertion ſtands equally true, viz. If the Sacra- 
ment was generally omitted throughout the King- 
dom, the Clergy of the Church of England are the 


Men who muſt be anſwerable for that Omiſſion. 
| THO 
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THO: it be an unreaſonable Thing to put me 
upon the Proof of a Negative, yet I doubt not to ſa- 
tisfie the Reader, that neither Conformiſts nor Non- 
conformiſts were ſo very negligent of their Duty as 
they have been repreſented by our Author. *Tis 
very well known, that Dr. Faiker has made a par- 
ticular Enquiry into this Affair, and collected all 
the Scandal the Nation was able to afford him. 
Whoever conſults his late Volume of Slander may 
obſerve, that wherever he finds this Omiſſion, he is 
careful to acquaint the Reader with it. I have ex- 
amimd the Parithes of this County, in that Alpha- 
betical Order in which he has rang'd them; and I 
find, that he takes Notice of one Hundred thirty 
nine Pariſhes in the County of Devon and City of 
Exeter, which, as he pretends, were put under Se- 
queſtration. Amongſt all theſe, I can find but B. 
leven in which the Adminiſtration of the Lord's-

2 Rings-Aſh, Little- Hempſton, Roſe- Aſh, and 
Inwardleigh. Suppoſing this Repreſentation: to be 
true in Matter of Fact, (which yet I very much 
doubt) I would crave Leave to obſerve, ( 1.) That 
theſe are all obſcure Country Pariſhes, not one of 
them a Market- Town, or containing in it any po- 
pulous Villages: And, ( 2.) That five of the Mini- 
ſters officiating in them were Conformiſts. Dr. Val- 
ker acknowledges, that Mr. Barnard of Aveton-Gif- 
ford was, before the Wars, the Conforming Vicar 
of Ugborough; that Mr. Holmes of Cr2ws- Morchard, 
Mr. Bine, firſt of Upron-Pyne, and afterwards of Py- 
worthy, the Rector of Roſe-4/b, and Mr. Friend of 
Litle-Hempſton, did all conform in 1662.

I did indeed confeſs, that three of theſe Propoſitions 
concern d Religion; but then I obſerv'd, that His 
Majeity, in his Anſwer, was ready to grant all 
that they demanded on theſe Heads, whilſt he * 
terly rejected their Propoſals relating to the Milt- 
tia, and Things of a Civil Nature. Whence I in-

„ LOVINGKINDNESS to our Church and 
Nation.“ By comparing one Thing with ano- 
ther, we may obſerve, The Doctor tells the World 
very poſitively in his Preface, That God gave us 
K. William in Anger; and yet, in his moſt ſolemn 
Prayers, he acknowledges to Almighty God, That 
his Sending that Prince amongſt us was an Act of 
Goodneſs, Mercy, and marvellous Lavingkindneſs; 
than which no Two Aſſertions can be more plain- 
ly contradictory to one another. Now, if the Do- 
ctor believes his Preface, then how can he object 
a lemdOccaſional Conformity to other People,when he 
himſelf Conforms to read theſe Prayers, ſo contra- 
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ry tohis own Senſe of Things, and for no other. 
Reaſon but becauſe he has Occaſion for the Per- 
quiſites? But if he believes not this Part of his 
Preface, this deſtroys the Credit of his whole Per-

IV. ANOTHER Thing obſervable in the 
Doctor's Performance is the frequent Occaſion he 
takes to ridicule Godlineſs. He ſcarce ever talks 
of, One more remarkable than ordinary for any 
Piece of Villany but he gives him the Epithet of 
Godly. .* Thus the Fellow who, by Forgery and o- 
ther baſe Methods, gave an unfpeakable Trouble

{aid to ſweas maliciouſly agaiuſt another Clergy- 
man, is calld a Godly Perſon: of the Town; t and 
Mr. Fames Bampfield, a Miniſter and Sufferer, is 
yet jeer'd by him for ſetting up a Godly Lecture in 
his Pariſh.|| Had a Reflection of this Nature dropt 
from the Pen of a Dryden or a D'urfey, it had been 
no great Wonder: But that a Divine and —_—_—

Matter of his Banter and Ridicule, this cannot but 
be ſhocking and ſurprizing. In vain would the 
Doctor urge, that he only ridicules Mens Hypo : 
critical Pretences to it; for, as an Ingenious Cler- 
gyman very well obſerves, When we deride the 
* Vanities of Error and Superſtition, we ſhould be 
& very cautious, leſt we give Incouragement, or 
4 Ground, to others by it to ſcoff at Religion it- 
c ſelf, * There is, to be ſure, a vaſt Difference 
betwixt the Form and Power of Godlineſs; but the 
Common People have feldom Accuracy enough to 
ſee the Diſtinction; and if they are taught to ſcorn 
and deſpiſe the former, this will leſſen their Eſteem 
and Veneration for the latter. When ſuch a Man 
as Dr. Valter ſhall give the Character of Godly Per- 
ſons to the moſt egregious Knaves, will not Men 
of Corrupt Minds take Occaſion thence to conclude, 
that Godlineſs 7rſelf is a diſreputable Thing? And 
thus, thar which 1s the Glory of Angels ſhall become 
the Scorn of Atheiſts and Buffoons. Many Emi- 
nent Divines of the Eſtabliſhment have complain'd 
of that Licence formerly taken in our Play-Hou- 
fes of bringing a Fellow upon the Stage to perſo- 
nate a Nonconformi Miniſter, and to expoſe his 
Preaching, Praying, Catechizing, &c. to the De- 
riſion of all Spectators. This was, doubtleſs, very 
entertaining to Men of a prophane Humour; but 
the Iſſue was, that Religion it ſelf was, by Degrees, 
hiſs d off the Stage, and the Devotion of all Parties 
was equally deſpis'd by our Pretenders to Wit and 
Gallantry. I appeal to all Men who have a Regard 
for ſerious Piety, whether our Author has not done 
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it a great Diſſervice, when he makes the Word 
Godly a Term of Infamy and Reproach? 


V. REM. I may obſerve further the extreme 
Difficulty, if not abſolute Impoſſibility, of the 
Doctor's being truly inform'd of thoſe Matters of 
Fact which he pretends to relate. For he himſelf 
acknowledges, that the Scene of his _ was o- 
pened near Seventy Tears before he ſet about the Une 
dertaking.* And, pray, where is the Man or Wo- 
man now living who can give a particular Account 
of what was tranſacted 70 Years ago?

I am apt to think, 
that after the Hurries and Confuſions of the War, 
Nurſes might make uſe of them asa Raw-Head & 
Bloody-Bones to ſcare their Children with *em; and 
that many of thoſe who ſent 1n their Tales to our 
Author-might as well have tranſmitted to him the 
Stories they heard at School, of Fairies and Hobgob- 
lins, as ſome of thoſe Accounts which make up the 
Attempt. UNDER 
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UNDER this Head, I cannot bat take No- 
tice of thoſe weak and inſuffieient Grounds on 
which the Doctor builds a great Part of his Defa- 
mation. *Tis his avow'd Deſign to leffen the Cha- 
racers of ſuch Miniſters as were Friends to the 
Parliament Cauſe.
